While Richard Whitney, presi- 
dent of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, listened from the sidelines, 
and Roland Redmond, counsel for 
the exchange, sat at the commit- 
tee table occasionally asking ques- 
tions, Corcoran disciosed that there 
had been a strong sentiment among 
the drafters of the bill for com- 
plete prohibition of marginal ac- 
counts. 

“The present bill,” Corcoran de- 
clared, “is a compromise.” 

Only Two Possible Reasons. 

The witness said that from a so- 
cial point of view there were only 


ginal trade. He said that he did 
not agree with persons who ad- 
vanced these points but would give 
them for what they were worth. 

“The first,” he said, “is that we 
should permit a man to buy in a 
low. market and pay for the stock 
on the installment plan, just as he 
buys an: automobile. The trouble 
with this explanation is that the 
man. never fully pays for the 
stocks he buys on margins. He 
gets the speculative fever, pays for 
the stock out of profits, buys more 
stocks and before he knows it, he 
is-in much deeper than he can af- 
ford. 

“The second justification usually 
advanced is that if you want a 
liquid market you must have an 
active market. To have an active 
market, you must have a specuyla- 
tive market, and to have a specu- 
lative market, you must have bor- 
rowed money. 

“Personally, I do not think the 
artistic value of having a liquid 
market is worth what it has cost 
the American public and American 
business.” 

No Complete Protection. 

Answering a question of Senator 
Gore of Oklahoma as to whether 
the “lambs” could ever be com- 
pletely protected from Wall street, 
Corcoran said that there could be 
no complete protection to the “small 
fellows” who go into the speculative 
market.” 

“But more important than the 
protection given the lambs,” he con- 
tinued, “is the protection it gives 
to American business.” 

Corcoran opposed the giving of 
discretionary power to the Federal 
Trade Commission alone—the body 
expected to administer the act—to 
lower the 60 per cent minimum 
marginal requirement fixed in the 
bill. He said that if discretionary 
powers over margins were included 
in the bill, the rates should be set 
by collaboration of the Trade Com- 
mission, Federal Reserve System 
representatives and possibly the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

This group, he said, in an ex- 
treme national emergency might 
find it wise to reduce the minimum 
marginal requirements fixed by the 
bill. 

“But the whole theory on which 
this bill is predicated,” he declared, 
“is that by regulating the market 
now we won't have another 1929 
because we can stop runaway spec- 
ulation.” ; 

A Frankfurter Disciple. 

Corcoran, who is not much over 
30 years old, was one of the most 
fluent witnesses to appear recently 
before the committee. He is a fol- 
lower of Prof. Felix Frankfurter 
of the Harvard Law School. After 
graduation at the top of his élass 
he became the secretary to Justice ’ 
Oliver Wendell Holmes of the 
United States Supreme Court. One 
of his antagonists in this fight is 
the towering Richard Whitney of 
the Exchange, who gained fame at 
Harvard by rowing on the varsity 
créw. 

At the suggestion of Chairman 
Fletcher, Redmond, counsel fot the 
Exchange, also a Harvard man, was 
permitted to sit at the committee 
table and question the witness. In 
Several of the mild clashes, Red- 
mond sought to show that the 
marginal requirements of the bill 
might work a hardship on brokers.

California Rate in Federal 
Courts Cited in Senate 
Group’s Report Denounc- 
ing System. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Receiv- 
ership and bankruptcy proceedings 
under Federal Judges in California 
were denounced yesterday in a pre 
liminary report to the Senate from 


its special committee appointed to 
study such ‘cases throughout the 
country. 

Attacking the high cost of the re- 
ceivership proceedings, the com- 
mittee reported that for every dol- 
lar paid to general creditors, 96 
cents was paid in fees. 
Bankruptcy costs in three Cali- 
fornia cities over a two and a half 
year period, the committee report- 
ed, exceeded a wide margin in the 
combined salaries for that period of 
the President of the United States, 
the Vice-President, the Cabinet, the 
Senate, and all Federal Judges from 
the Supreme Court on down. 

The costs amounted to $9,243,407 
in San Francisco, Los Angeles and 
Oakland, while the salaries of the 
executive heads of the Government, 
the Senate and the Judges, in that 
period were $7,782,500. 

To Pursue Inquiry. 

The committee concluded that the 
conditions it had found in Califor- 
nia justified “drastic remedies,” but 
proposed that in order to prevent 
injustices it should examine condi- 
tions in other parts of the country 
before recommending corrective 
legislation. 

The report was filed by Chairman 
Ashurst, for the full committee 
composed of Senators McAdoo 
(Dem.), California; Van Nuys 
(Dem.), Indiana; Hebert (Rep.), 
Rhode Island, and Austin (Rep.), 
Vermont. 

It said 270 equity receiverships 
were examined and for the most 
part creditors had no voice in the 
appointment of receivers and had 
little if any. consideration after 
their appointment. 

“Once a determination to have a 
receiver was reached, the receiver 
selected and his attorney agreed 
upon,” the committee said, “the 
Court was merely asked to give the 
arrangement the stamp of judicial 
approval by affixing his signature 
to the documents presented to him.

Accardi’s Story.

I heard Mo- 
brak holler, ‘I’m hit.’ Then every- 
body began shooting and the men

Griffin, unarmed, had $1.61 and 
four keys in his pocket.

First Visit of Extortionists.

He had just pulled into 
his garage, he said, when two :nen 
appeared, one on each side of his 
car. They carried revolvers. 

“One of them was Tipton,” he 
said. “I have known him for seven 
years. The other was a man I 
have known for five years. Tip- 
ton said, ‘Come on, Mike, we want 
to talk business.’ I said, “What 
business,’ and he said, ‘Oh, nothing 
much. Have you got a gun?’ 

“They searched me and I said I 
had no reason to carry a gun, be- 
cause I had no enemies. Tipton 
said it was cold and I said, ‘Let’s 
go into the house.’ He said they 
had been waitmg for me an hour. 
We went into the rathskeller in 
the basement. My wife was there 
and she said, ‘Who are these men?’ 
I told her who they were. 

“Godier came into the cellar 
then. Tipton called him by name 
and asked if I was the right man. 
Godier said yes. Tipton said, ‘Mike, 
we are going to take you for a ride,’ 
‘My wife said, ‘My God, what has 
my husband done?’ Tipton said, 
‘This is a business matter.’ 

“Tipton and Godier then took me 
upstairs and left my wife in the 
basement with the man I have 
known for five years. My wife fol- 
lowed us up and so did the man.

When Accardi received the first 
telephone call, at 1 p. m. yesterday, 
he told the caller, who he said was 
Tipton, that he had only $500 ready 
for him.

When the same man called again 
at 2 p. m., this time with detectives 
listening, Accardi said he had the 
money, and was told to: take it 
downtown to Eleventh and Pine 
streets. He demurred, saying he 
was afraid, and was told to bring 
his wife with him. Again he de- 
murred and the caller hung up, 
after promising to telephone him 
again in 20 minutes. 

At the third call, 20 minutes 
later, Accardi repeated his refusal 
to go downtown and hung up. The 
men called back again, cursed him 
and accused him of trying to set 
a trap. “What’s wrong?” Accardi 
asked the caller, “I can hardly 
hurt you.” 

Nothing more was heard from the 
extortionists until Godier and Grif- 
fin came to Accardi’s apartment 
and the fight began. 

Accardi Served Dry Sentence. 

Accardi, 39 years old and born in 
Sicily, was sentenced to two months 
in jail at Union, Mo., in 1927 on a 
charge of violation of the Volstead 
Act. Two years before he had been 
sentenced to three years in prison 
for counterfeiting revenue stamps, 
but the conviction was reversed. In 
June, 1925, he was fined $100 for 
carrying a concealed weapon, hav- 
ing been arrested during the dead- 
ly feud between Cuckoo and Sicilian 
gangsters. 

Detective Mobdrak, reported re- 
covering from his wound xt St. 
Luke’s Hospital, is 39 years old and 
lives at 4001 Delor street. 

The bodies of the slain men were 

examined today at the morgue by 
Coroner’s physicians. Godier was 
shot in the left shoulder, abdomen 
and left leg, the bullet in the 
shoulder ranging down into the 
chest. Griffin was shot in the ab- 
domen and left leg.

They also concluded that 
the pilot still was flying when the 
plunge began and evidently was not 
seeking a forced landing.

Elimination of Efficiency 
Board Item Will Stave 
Off Tests for 1000 Tem- 


porary Appointees. 


With about 1000 temporary city 
employes due for examinaticn be- 
fore receiving permanent apvpoint- 
ments, the Board of Aldermen has 
undertaken to starve the Efficiency 
Board, the examining body. 

The Ways and Means Committee 
of the Aldermen struck out the item 
of $2160, salaries and expenses of 
the Efficiency Board, from the sup- 
plementary appropriation bil!. and 
the Aldermen passed the bill last 
Friday without restoring the item. 
George B. Tracy, secretary cf the 
Efficiency Board, has notifie’ the 
Comptroller’s office that the Effi- 
ciency Board, with about $800 bal⸗ 
ance of its appropriation remaining, 
will be unable to meet its payroll 
Thursday, and will be without re- 
sources thereafter until the end of 
the fiscal year. 

Members of the Ways and Means 
Committee, of which Alderman 
Golden is chairman, asked why théy 
eliminated the Efficiency Board 
item, replied, “No reason, we just 
eliminated it.” There has been 
complaint among the Aldermen that 
Mayor Dickmann was controlling 
appointments made through the Ef- 
ficiency Board. Also, there has been 
a fear that some 90-day appointees, 
put into jobs through the Alder- 
men’s influence, might not pass ex- 
aminations for permanent apnoint- 
ments. If the examinations cannot 
be given, because of the Efficiency 
Board's failure to operate, the tem- 
porary appointees can hang on. 

Comptroller Nolte is out of the 
city, but will be here for Friday’s 
meeting of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, and the ques- 
tion of providing for the Efficiency 
Boara may come up then. Past 
opinions of the City Counselor's of- 
fice, to the effect that the charter 
requires the Efficiency Board to 
be maintained, have been collected, 
and a new opinion on the matter 
may be prepared. 

In Mayor Miller’s second admin- 
istration, the Board of Aldermen 
eliminated the Efficiency Board’s 
appropriation, because members 
charged that only the Mayor's 
friends could get jobs. City Coun- 
selor Muench held that the Effi- 
ciency Board was entitled to main- 
tenance, and that the framers of 
the charter intended to make it, 
as far as possible, independent of 
the aldermen and of other branches 
of the city government. 

There haye been other revolts of 
politicians against the Efficiency 
Board and merit system provisions, 
but the board has maintained con- 
tinuous operation for the 20 years 
since adoption of the present char- 
ter.

“I only read one,” 
said Mrs. Boyls. 

“How did it start off?” “I really 
don’t remember how it began.”

U. S. Appeals Court Remands 
for Rehearing Condemnation 
Award to Woman,

The right of individuals to jury; 
trial in the Government's condem- 


nation suits for flowage rights in 
the Southeast Missouri floodway was 
denied by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals in a decision to- 
day remanding for retrial an award 
of $39,500 compensation to Mrs, 
Price F. Hess. ' 

The question of jury trial was one 
of the knottiest in the whole legal 
tangle in connection with the $325,- 
000,000 Mississippi flood control pro- 
ject. Federal Judge Faris, whose 
decision was reversed by the appel- 
late court, declared when the quesa- 
tion arose in the first cases three 
years ago that it was the most 
puzzling that ever came before him, 
He said today most of the hundreds 
of suits have been disposed of, and 
of the 15 which were tried by jury, 
only one now can be reopened for 
anew trial on the stand taken by the 
appeals court. 7 

Special Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral John C. Dyott, retained toa 
handle the floodway cases, con- 
tended that both the right to jury 
and the right to appeal from the 
District Court were precluded by 
a clause of the flood control act 
providing that the award of the 
court’s viewers, “when confirmed 
by the court, shall be final.” Judge 
Faris held that the language was 
not strong enough to repeal Fed- 
eral legislation of 1888 providing 
jury trial, and allowed a jury where

The Appeals Court, in an opinion 
written by Circuit Judge Wood- 
rcugh and concurred in by Circuit 
Judge Gardner and District Judge 
Martineau, referred the question to 
a provision of the State Constitu~ 
tion which specified that, in mat- 
ters of eminent domain, the right of 
trial by jury should be held invio- 
late where corporations were con<- 
cerned on either side. The provi- 
sion made no mention of individu- 
als, and the Appellate Court took 
the viewpoint that since no cor- 
poration was involved in this case, 
there was no right to jury trial.

Gross receipts of Laclede

Identical Measures Offered 
in Senate and House in 
Line With President’s Re- 


quest.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The 
adrninistration bill to create a Fed- 
eral communications commission of 
seven members to regulate foreign 
and interstate telegraph, telephone, 
cable and radio services was intro- 
duced today in both houses of Con- 


gress. 
Responding to a request received 
only yesterday from President 
Roosevelt, Senator Dill (Dem.), 
Washington, and Representative 
Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, chairmen 
respectively of the Senate and 
House Committees on Interstate 
Commerce, offered identical bills. 
While applying to “common Car- 
riers” virtually the same provisions 
of the Interstate Commerce Act, 
the measure re-enacts and broadens 
the Radio Act to give the commis- 
sion wider power over the newest 
of the communjcations services. 
It would make more stringent the 
prohibitions against alien owner- 
ship of radio facilities and revise 
the radio broadcasting zones. 
One new provision which framers 
of the measure said would perhaps 
cause the greatest controversy 
would authorize the commission to 
investigate and anny! service. con- 
tracts between operating companies 
and service affiliates. 


Annulment Clause. 

“When the commission finds, aft- 
er full opportunity for hearing,” the 
bill says, “that any such  transac- 
tions have affected or are likely to 
affect adversely the ability of the 
carrier to render adequate service 
of such character to the public, or 
may result in an undue or unrea- 
sonabie increase in charges or in 
the maintenance of undue or unrea- 
sonable charges for such service, 
the commission shall, by order, de- 
clare such transaction void, or au- 
thorize such transaction to be car- 
ried out subject to such modifica- 
tion of its terms and conditions as 
it shall deem desirable in the pub- 
lic interest.” 

The commission, under this sec- 
tion, also could require any trans- 
actions involving the furnishing of 
equipment, supplies, research, serv- 
ices, finances, credit or personnel

OF DR. WYNEKOOP 


State Trying to Show Merce- 


nary Motive in Murder of 
Daughter-in-Law. 


By the Associated Press. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—The finan- 
cial worries of Dr. Alice Lindsay 
Wynekoop in the *months' which 
preceded the killing of Rheta 
Gardner Wynekoop were related by 
the State today in an effort to con- 
vince the jury that Dr. Wynekoop 
killed her daughter-in-law because 
of mercenary motives. 

David M. Sweet, assistant vice- 
president of the City National 
Bank, testified that a $6000 loan 
made to Dr. Wynekoop in Novem- 
ber, 1931, had been reduced to $3500 
by ladt fall, but that Dr. Wynekoop 
had asked for and obtained several 
extensions of payments on the prin- 
cipal. 

After Sweet had identified letters 
written to him by the defendant, 
Prosecutor Charles 8S. Dougherty 
read the letters to the jury. 

The situation, as described by the 
State, was that of a woman sorely 
pressed to meet certain obligaticns. 
In the letters, however, Dr. Wyne- 
koop was shown for the first time 
as the owner of property of consid- 
erable worth, upon which she was 
able to realize little income. 

On cross-examination Sweet said 
the bank had not considered at- 
tempting to take away from Dr. 
Wynekoop the home which she had 
mortgaged to obtain the loan. 

The last letters from Dr. Wyne- 
koop to Sweet were dated Oct. 24 
and Nov. 1, 1933. In these she de- 
scribed herself as broken in health 
and the victim of “broken faith and 
broken promises.” She wrote that 
she had lost $75,000 in five years. 
The bullet, not the chloroform, 
caused Rheta’s death, Dr. Thomas 
L. Dwyer, former Coroner’s physi- 
cian, who made the autopsy, testi- 
fied. 

He said that hemorrhage from 
the wound and collapse of the left 
lung pierced by the bullet deter- 
mined that the girl was still alive 
when shot. 

The defense sought unsuccessful- 
ly to learn if the doctor could say 
how long it was after she was shot 
before she died. 

Defense Attorney Smith had Dr. 
Dwyer come down from the stand 
and indicate on his back qhe spot 
where the bullet had entered. 

The physician said he found 
slight anesthetic burns on the girl’s 
face, but no presence of chloroform 
when he examined her.

of Federal funds to Missouri for 
unemployment relief be in the form 
of Federal aid for highway con- 
struction, especially farm-to-market 
roads, was made by Gov. Park in a 


letter sent today to President 
Roosevelt. 

The Governor suggested that 
money expended on highway con- 
struction, and’ particularly for 
farm-to-market roads, would reach 
more people) furnish more employ- 
ment and result in great actual 
benefit than nearly any other 
method.” 

Gov. Park said he wrote the let- 
ter after being informed that two 


courses of Federal unemployment 


relief were under consideration in 
Washington, one to provide funds 
toward construction of housing fa- 
cilities, and the other additional 
Federal aid toward road construc- 
tion. 

Missouri received an allotment of 
$12,180,000 from the Federal Public 
Works Administration for highway 
construction in 1933. This program 
ran over into 1934. So far about 
$10,000,000 of the allotment either 
has been expended for construction 
committed to projects under way or 
to projects placed under contract. 

“Missouri has voted two road 
bond issues, one for $60,000,000 and 
the other for $75,000,000,” the Gov- 
ernor said in his letter. “Only $10,- 
000,000 of these bonds and yet to be 
sold.

AUSTRIA TO LET ROYAL HEIR 
RETURN AS PRIVATE CITIZEN 


Talk of Restoring Hapsburgs Shelved for. a 
While, But Democracy Is Doomed; Says 
von Starhemberg.

VIENNA, Feb. 27.—Talk of plac- 
ing young Archduke Otto on the 
throne of Austria must be shelved 
for the moment but the Archduke 
will shortly be permitted to leave 
his exile in Belgium and return to 
Austria as a private citizen. 

Prince Ernst Rudiger von Star- 
hemberg, leader of the Fascist 
Heimswehr (Home Guard) and the 
most powerful figure in the repub- 
lic, made this announcement this 
afternoon.

The Cabinet instructed Henry 
Cheron, Minister of Justice, to ex- 
amine charges repeatedly made in 
the Chamber of Deputies that Pres- 


sard was responsible for the many 
postponements in the frial of Serge 
Stavisky on charges growing from 
Stavisky’s financial manipulations. 
This was before the collapse of the 
Bayonne pawnshor and the suicide 
of Stavisky. 

The Government in its investiga- 
tion of the Stavisky affair has or- 
dered an inquiry into the activities 
of two officials and a former min- 
istry attache. 

Those to be questioned are Com- 
missary Bayard of the Secret Serv- 
ice, Inspector Constantin of the 
Pawnshop Department of the Min- 
istry of Commerce, and Guiboud 
Ribaud, former special attache of 
the Ministry of Finance. 

Bayard and Constantin are 
charged with helping enterprises of 
Stavisky, which resulted in a loss 
of $40,000,000 to the public. Ribaud 
was accused of trading on his in- 
fluence as an attache. 

It was announced that neither 
poison nor narcotics were found on 
the body of Judge Albert Prince, 
who was slain mysteriously last 
Wednesday near Dijon. Police said 
the jurist knew the story of Sta- 
visky’s operations. 

All documents in the Stavisky 
case were turned over to a commit- 
tee of 44 Deputies. Deputies said 
they showed that Deputy Gaston 
Bonnaure, now under arrest, and 
a former attorney of Stavisky, had 
received checks totaling 400,000 
francs (approximately $26,000) from 
Stavisky. A former Deputy was 
listed for 800,000 francs (approxi- 
mately $52,000), and three directors 
of small newspapers were listed as 
receiving various amounts.

Conviction came after atria] 
during which Adolf Hitler, defend- 
ing two-other officers sentenced 
with Sheringer, coined his famous 
phrase, “Heads will roll.” 

Sheringer’s conversion to Com- 
munism in 1931 was a national sen- 
sation. The announcement that he 
had turned Communist was made 
while he was serving the brief term 
of detention in an army fortress 
decreed for him by the court. 

Sheringer’s father was a captain 
in the World War and was killed 
in action. In boyish resentment 
“against the American invaders” 
in the Army of Occupation, Sher- 
inger became one of the moving 
spirits in nationalist resistance. His 
activity cost him two months in 
jail—a sentence imposed by Amer- 
icans.

Estate Exchange to the 85-cent school 
tax rate was a clear instance of a laud- 
able effort, slightly misguided in its di- 
rection. 

Lest there be any misapprehension, the 
complaint registered by the property 
owners represented by the Real Estate 
Exchange is not against the Board of 
Education, nor against the best system 
of education that can be offered to the 
children of St. Louis. The real struggle 
_is against the disproportionate share of 
all governmental expenses heing carried 
by real estate. During boom days, with 
rents at a peak: and speculative fever 
running high, property taxes were a 
casual incident to real estate ownership 
—that is, except to the home owner. To 
him, as taxes climbed, the benefits of 
home ownership became a little doubtful, 
but sentiment prevailed over reason and 
the tax, situation was digested as an un- 
pleasant incident of living. 

As the purchasing value of the dollar 
rose during’ the depression and as in- 
comes fell, the amount demanded for taxes 
became a bad sore, a blight that had 
faller on all yeal estate; a plague that 
precipitated foreclosures on homés—and 
wiped out even modest returns on invest- 
ment properties. In other ° cities, tax- 
payers’ strikes resulted, delinquent taxes 
impaired city credit and municipal fi- 
nances were and are threatened. Mili- 
“oy taxpayers’ organizations were organ- 
ized. 

Representing the full power’.of an 
aroused army of. taxpayers, they con- 
fronted their state Legislatures and de- 
manded taxation reforms. They asked. 
not a few minor economies, but for a 
literal new deal in the method.of raising 
governmental budgets—in some states, a 
fixed limit was set on the proportion of 
all taxes that could be collected from 
real estate; in others, the entire ad va- 
lorem system of taxation was abandoned 
in favor of income taxes or sales taxes. 
But the relief needed was obtained. 

In Missouri, such an organized fight 
has never been made. If the St. Louis 
Real Estate Exchange is interested sin- 
cerely- in serving the property owners’ in- 
terests, it has an exceptional opportunity 
between now and the next session of 
the State Legislature by formulating a 
comprehensive tax reform program, or- 
ganizing a State-wide taxpayers’ organ- 
ization and making the program the issue 
of the fall election.

REAK UP THE FUEL RACKET! 

If the Dickmann administration will continue its 
commendable effort to solve the smoke problem in 
St. Louis, it will find that at the bottom of this sit- 
uation lies a cause quite common to all our social 
maladies in the United States. 

That is, we do not make any headway against 
smoke because there is a racket behind the status 
quo. 
they have controlled it for years. As is usually the 
case, the predatory hand of Wall Street is not the 
least of those which paint our sometimes leaden skies 

The obvious way to break up such a racket is for 
the city to go into competition with the people who 
control the fuel supply of St. Louis. It is all very 
well to negotiate with the natural gas people, or to 
urge the better enforcement of laws requiring smoke. 
consuming devices. We need all these things, and no 
prejudice attaches to any of them. It is not in dis 
parhgement of the use of oil burners, for instance, 
that the fight centers upon a fuel which can com- 
pete with soft coal. : 

But we*burn great quantities of soft coal because 
it is cheap. This is the key to the way out. The city 
can make cheap coke. The experiments with coke are 
becoming more and more promising. One of the proc- 
esses which has come into the field is said to coke 
soft-coal dust at a very low cost. Neither this ‘nor 
any other such process can be of avail to St. Louis 
at this time bécause the fuel racket makes it impos 
sible for outsiders to break in. The charge is freely 
made that, if the retailers handled such a fuel in 
competition with present fuels, they would be de- 
prived by the wholesalers of other fuels which con- 
stitute the bulk of their business. If this charge is 
true, the city should act promptly. It at least is more 
powerful than the financial and business ring which 
commands the situation. 

Only courage deserves to be free. We are never go 
ing to be freed from the intolerable situation that 
exists in the city until we move in our own defense. 
The. status of the Laclede Gas Light Co. affords 
an illustration of what happens when the commun- 
ity remains passive. This company has been exploit- 
ed for years by various profiteers. The people who 
own it now are also the owners of a large coking 
plant on the East Side. Their financial head is Har- 
ley Clarke, who bobbed up in a recent Senate inquiry 
into the financial legerdemain of Fox Films. 

Naturally, the Wall Street bankers who ventured 
something on Clarke’s adventures do not want his St. 
Louis equities impaired. This explains the failure of 
Laclede to improve its great opportunity in St. Louis. 
It has the only gas distributing system in the city. 
It is already. in the coke business. What it could do, 
if it were freed from the involvements of its ex- 
ploiters, is incalculable. It could give the people of 
St. Louis natural gas at a price far below the present 
mixed product, and it could avail itself of new coking 
processes in soft coal. As the matter stands, it can do 
neither. It can only be part of the fuel racket. 

The advantages of a municipal coking plant are 
obvious. The city would be free to use any process 
for coking soft coal that serves the purpose of the 


drive soft coal out of the field. It would have an ad- 
vantage over the other cheap fuels in conserving the 
coal-mining interests across the river from St. Louis. 
It would keep the business of producing cheap coke 
from falling into the hands of profiteers and so de- 
stroying its usefulness. The city is not in’the busi- 
ness of over-capitalization. It does not build financial 
pyramids. There are no city comptrollers, or mayors, 
or city counselors, sojourning in Greece for any of 
these evil practices. 

If the city will take some such progressive step as 
this, it can break up the fuel racket and win the 
gratitude of the people. The present situation is 
highly vulnerable. It cannot withstand attack by the 
City Hall. A great deal of the support which the fuel 
racket enjoys will desert it as a matter of enlight- 
ened self-interest once the blow is struck. Property 
owners and business suffer material damage from 
the smoke and see their values crumble year after 
year. They must perforce join in a common deliver- 
ance.

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MAKING THE AIR FREE. 

Eminent speakers have been ruled off the air for 
varied reasons, nearly al] agreeable to the Tory view- 
point. Prof. William Z. Ripley was forbidden to make 
an address criticising abuses in the issuing of public 
utility securities. Father Coughlin was barred from 
the air at one time because of his unorthodox eco- 
nomic theories, but was speedily restored when his 
myriad followers voiced their objections. Norman 
Thomas and Kirby Page have been muzzled to pre- 
serve the ether from their Socialistic and anti-war 
views. Norman Hapgood was denied time to answer 
attacks on the American Civil Liberties Union. F. J. 
Schlink was forbidden to make an address criticising 
the NRA. Censorship has withheld from the radio 
audience expressions of opinion favorable to public 
ownership of utilities, critical of American foreign 
policy, favorable to Russia, critical of strike killings, 
and so on. 

By these examples, and others, Mitchell Dawson 
proves in an American Mercury article that “the 
air is not free.” It is intolerable that this great po- 
tential instrument of education and enlightenment 
should be so bound by the prejudices of its private 
owners. The two great chains and their associated 
stations, on a unit basis of hours and power, control 
75. per cent of the nation’s broadcasting facilities. 
Advocates of unorthodox causes have access only to 
small independent stations, which reach a restricted 
audience. In a country dedicated to freedom of opin- 
ion, such restraint on expression betrays the people. 

The situation both resembles and differs from that 
with respect to freedom of the press. Any minority 
may publish its own organ and send its doctrines 
through the mail without restraint, save on obsceyity 
and sedition. The number of wave lengths is limited, 
however, and broadcasting apparatus is costly, so 
minority expression on the air has slight chance to 
be heard save by indulgence of the major stations’ 
owners. 

Those who urge free speech on the air, however, do 
not mean that anyone should have access to a micro- 
phone, to spout irresponsible utterances at will. En- 
lightened newspapers give space to both sides,.in a 
controversy, but reserve the right to edit material 
submitted, and to keep it within the bounds of their 
space. The Government, under whose authority the 
stations operate, might similarly require a _ hear- 
ing for responsible speakers of both sides on the air, 
subject to the same intelligent methods of presenta- 
tion used by newspapers that receive public confi- 
dence and respect. 

The Government has authority at any time to take 
over broadcasting facilities, under the emergency 
clause of the Radio Act. Under the growth of liber- 
alism in this country, there will be increasing pres- 
sure that it do so unless greater freedom is given. 
Government control has its danger of verging into 
tyranny, however, as in England, where such lead- 
ers as Lloyd George, Austen Chamberlain and Wins- 
ton Churchill have been barred; from the air, for po- 
litical reasons. ad 

Our radio stations can grant free speech on the air, 
if they will. Of course, there is good reason for bar- 
ring medical quacks, lottery promoters and foul- 
mouthed agitators. But a policy of broad tolerance, 
founded on the American Bill of Rights and handled 
with consideration for both defenders and critics of 
public policies, will restore freedom to the air and 
help realize the great possibilities of the radio.

The Monte Carlo Ballet Russe has come and gone, 
and St. Louis has an array of vivid memories it will 
not soon forget.

The First Roosevelt Year 


HE achievements ofthe past year can be 
measured statistically. But there is per- 
haps a better measure. A year ago, men 
were living from hour to hour, in the midst 
of a crisis of enormous proportions, and all 


they could think about was how they could. 


survive it. Today, they are debating the 
problems of long-term reconstruction. 

It is a decisive change. When Mr. Rceose- 
velt was inaugurated, the question in all 
men’s minds was whether the country could 
“recover.” The machinery of government 
was impotent. The banking system was par- 
alyzed. Panic, misery, rebellion and despair 
were convulsing the people and destroying 
confidence not merely in business enterprise 
but in the promise of American life. 

No man can say into what we should have 
drifted had we drifted another 12 months. 
But no man can doubt, if he knows the con- 
ditions—which responsible observers hardly 
dared to describe at the time for fear of ag- 
gravating the panic—that the dangers were 
greater than they have been at any time in 
the experience of this generation of Ameri- 
cans, 

Today there are still grave problems. But 
there is no overwhelmingly dangerous crisis. 
The mass of the people have recovered their 
courage and their hope. Thy are no ionger 
hysterically anxiofs about ‘the immediate 
present. They have recovered not only scme 
small part of their standard of life, but also 
their self-possession. The very fact that they 
can take a lively interest in the air mail con- 
tracts and the bill to regulate the stock ex- 
change and the permanence of NRA is the 
best kind of evidence that the crisis has been 
surmounted. 

Last winter, nobody would have given two 
thoughts to the air mail contracts. The q.€s- 
tion then was how to stay out of the bread 
line, and whether there would be moncy to 
supply a bread line, and how to avoid fore- 
closure or eviction or bankruptcy. 


* * 


The questions about the future which agi- 
tate Mark Sullivan, David Lawrence and 
other critics of the administration are very 
important. They should be discussed thor- 
oughly. But we should not be in a pos'tion. 
to discuss them thoroughly if the President 
had not pulled the country out of the pit 
and brought about a recovery. 

That he is entitled to full credit for incuc- 
ing recovery seems to me to be demonstrubly 
certain. It is often said that world recoverv 
began in the summer of 1932, and that, there- 
fore, we should have had recovery without 
intervention from Washington. Let us <ee. 

Let us suppose, for the sake of the argu- 
ment, that only those things done in Wash- 
ington have contributed to recovery which 
have been done also in other advanced in- 
dustrial and agricultural countries. That is 
a reasonable test. If, for example, wea find 
that some one of the Roosevelt measures, let 
us say NRA, for example, has been adopted 
only in the United States, then by this test 
we may say that, whatever the virtues of 
NRA, it has not been of direct importance 
in promoting recovery. } 

Using this criterion, we may recall the 
most important moves made by the adrninis- 
tration. The first one was the decisicn to 


end the political deadlock by bringing about 


— 


a concentration of authority. This has been 
done in every country which was severe'y af- 
fected. Where it has been long delayed, as 
in France, the consequences have been seri- 
ous. The President achieved this at once, 
and demonstrated it by three actions which 
only a powerful government could huve 
taken. He closed the banks. He reopened 
them almost immediately. He demonstrated 
his control over the budget by the Economy 
Act. The net result of all this was to estab- 
lish a center of order and power in the midst 
of panic and confusion. 
s — * 


This took about four weeks. When it 
was done, the administration was in a posi- 
tion to adopt measures for recovery which 
would otherwise have caused more panic and 
more confusion. The first of them was to go 
off the gold standard, and thus break the 
connection between the American economy 
and the tremendous deflationary forces set 
in motion by the collapse of gold prices. 

Attempts have been made to argue that 
the American departure from gold diffcred 
from that of England and other courtr‘es. 
The circumstances may have been difer- 
ent. The broad consequences and the gen- 
eral significance were the same, and thea best 
proof is to be found in the fact that only 
those countries can be said to be having re- 
covery which have reduced the gold value 
of their currencies. 

The next important move, it seems ‘c me, 
was the decision to use the monetary free- 
dom arising from the gold embargo to put 
purchasing power in the hands of the people. 
Money has been pumped out through a num- 
ber of conduits: to the farmers through the 
agricultural contracts, through refinancing 
of mortgages; to the unemployed throurh di- 
rect relief, through the Civilian Conser: ation 
Corps, through Civil Works and Pvwhblic 
Works; to depositors through refinancing of 
banks; to industrial workers through wage 
increases, 

These inflationary mé@asures, combined 
with the rise of commodity and security 
prices brought on in part by the actus! re- 
valuation of the dollar and in part by specu- 
lation, bave greatly increased the money in- 
comes of large sections of the people. They 


~ have in some degree brought purchasing 


power above the dead weight of fixed 
charges, and thus have enabled a consider- 
able part of agriculture and of industry to 
earn small profits,

terpart in other countties. It is, therefore, 


debatable as to whether it has been tha hest 
method to use. That it involves risks cannot 
be denied, and the risks ought certain'y not 
to be forgotten.. Direct inflationary govern- 
ment expenditure is easier to start than to 
curtail and stop. The justification for it lies 
in the fact that our situation differed sub- 
stantially in several respects from that of 
England. We were more severely deflated. 
We had a higher level and a larger volume 
of debts. And we had a paralyzed banking 
system, which is only now beginning to s':ow 
signs of being able to function. 

The British have inflatee—the last figures. 
I have seen put their inflation at about 18 
per cent since 1982—but they have been able

WAGNER IN CONCERT 
FORM, TENOR’S HOBBY 


Paul Althouse of Metropolitan, 
Resents .Cutting of 
Master’s Scores. 


Paul Alihouse, “an absolutely 
American product,” a Wagnerian 
tenor who can use such words as 
“palooka,” hitched his cheir closer 
to a reporter’s yesterday at Hotel 
Coronado and enlarged earnestly on 
his pet project—Wagner in concert 
form with the great symphony or- 
chestra. 

“The success of the Monte Carlo 
Ballet Russe with your fine sym- 


phony orchestra is just a further 
proof of what I say,” he said, jab- 
bing the air with a black and white 
cigarette holder. “The American 
public does appreciate the good 
things, and it has a great interest 
in something different. 

“Why, just look at what hap- 
pened at Cleveland a few weeks 
ago. The Cleveland symphony pre- 
sented “Tristan and Isolde” in its 
entirety in concert form with. the 
full orchestra, at regular subscrip- 
tion concerts at the regular prices. 
They not only sold out for the two 
scheduled concerts, but gave an ex- 
tra performance and sold out that, 
too. 

“It shows two things: the depres- 
sion is not only on the wane, but 
the musical organization with the 
courage to present the finest can 
expect just the sort of remarkable 
public support which has so grati- 
fied your Symphony Society here.” 

Objects to Cutting Score. 

Althouse, here for a recital of the 
Civic Music League tonight at the 
Odeon, has been up to the ears in 
controversy for an “uncut” Wagner 
score, and a wider opportunity for 
American music lovers to hear the 
Wagner operas, for a long time. A 
husky fellow, speaking American as 
readily as he sings German or Ital- 
ian, wearing a brown suit, blue 
shirt and tie, he tossed his coat and 
vest on the bed, fished for another 
cigarette and dealt emphatically 
with the New York trend toward 
cutting Wagner operas down to the 
convenient length of 2% hours /in- 
stead of letting them run the four 
hours, the rendering of the full 
score requires. 

“Wagner is Wagner as Wagner 
wrote it,” he said. “The operas are 
so completely organic that they 
cannot be tampered with and not 
damaged. The master is so great 
that to cut even one measure is 
almost sacrilege. 

“If one is a Wagnerite, if he goes 
really to hear Wagner, he won’t be 
bored, he won’t go to sleep, even if 
it is long. And those who don't 
care for Wagner, who don't under- 
stand him, would go to sleep even 
if the performance didn't last an 
hour. / 

“In proof, when the Metropolitan 
in New York advertises ‘The Ring,’ 
every performance is absolutely 
sold out. These operas are given 
without cuts. But when Wagner 
is presented at the Metropolitan 
with the regulation cuts—there are 
‘regulation’ cuts—there are often 
seats to be had. 

Sketches Concert Plan. 

“To bring Wagner in entirety to 
the public of St. Louis or Cincin- 
nati and other cities without an 
opera organization but with a good 
orchestra, why not present one act 
at each performance of the orches- 
tra? Not necessarily in operatic 
form, but in concert form, with the 
soloists out in front of the orches- 
tra. a 
“A full act would require an hour 
or an hour and a half. Where an 
act is brief, you could take in a 
little more of the opera at each per- 
formance; where, like ‘Siegfri@,’ it 
is especially long, you could give an 
extra concert, and complete the 
opera in three performances.”

” Muffed Chance: in Crisis to 
< Own Banks and Railroads 


Tinkerine With Capitalistic Machinery Fu- 
tile, He Asserts in Speech Here—Urges 
Centralized Taxation. 


Norman Thomas, Socialist nomi- 
nee for the presidency at the last 
election, outlined his remedial plan 
for present economic and _ social 


2 i | conditions in an address last night 


under auspices of the League for 
Industrial Democracy at Soldan 
High School. 


Deploring the futility of attempt- 
ing to “tinker with a broken-down 


capitalistic machine,” he presented 
a program based on production for 
use instead of profit. 

Conceding that genera) confisca- 
tion of possessions obtained through 


“special privilege” is inadvisable at 
this time, he proposed the imme- 
idate public absorption of certain 
key interests, natural resources, and 
monopolies. 

During the past year, he  as- 
serted, the banks’“could have been 
socialized,” obtained without dam- 
age to the nation's financial struc- 
ture through Government funds ad- 
vanced through the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation for bankers’ 
I. O. U.’s. 

Railroads and Mines. 

Railroads, too, should have been 
taken over by the Government, the 
Socialist leader continued, outlining 
a financing plan involving fixing a 
fair valuation on outstanding rail- 
road securities—he would be willing 
to accept present market values— 
substituting 4 per cent bonds “of a 
socialized. railroad” for terms not to 
exceed 30 years. A similar proce- 
dure could be applied to the coal 
mines, he said. 

Thomas suggested that title in 
land be vested in the Government 
but security guaranteed to the oc- 
cupant, tagether with the right to 
pass occuparty on to an heir. 

Principal sources of taxation un- 
der his plan would be income and 
inheritance. He advocated a cen- 
tralized tax system with rebates to 
State and local governments in- 
stead “of half a dozen taxing agen- 
cies.” 

For Levy on Capital. 

“We ought to draw up a schedule 
of debts,” Thomas asserted, “and 
then a schedule of wealth. We 
should decide what debts to reduce 
and then place a 5 to 80 per cent 
capital levy on wealth. This would 
be paid in cash, bonds to be retired 
at once, or stocks like the steel cor- 
poration’s, which should be social- 
ized anyway.” 

The Socialistic industrial plan, 
Thomas continued, would be under 
the supreme supervision of a Gen- 
eral Board of Strategy, while indus- 
tries would be run by boards of di- 
rectors, each board composed of 
“seven workers who gave their lives 
to. the industry,” seven consumers, 
and a fifteenth member elected by 
the others. 

The plan is not static, he added, 
but could’: be improved, yartly 
through the socialization of such 
activities as chain stores and the 
dairy business. 

Organization Essential. 

But adoption of any such plan, 
he warned, is predicated upon mass 
organization and education partic- 
ipated in by industrial workers, 
“white collar” workers, and farm- 
ers. Organization, he emphasized, 
is essential to capture the power 
of Government which is necessary 
before production for use may be 
enforced on a national scale, con 
ouering “predatory society.”, 

Having time only to touch on the 
international problem evoked by 
the adoption of a Socialistic plan in 
this country, Thomas contented 
himself with observing: 

“We cannot be a lonely isle of 
the blest. Sooner or later we must 
participate in an international plan, 
involving a new conception of hu- 
manity.” 

Wanted: Social Psychiatrist. 

What this country needs, ne said, 
before advancing his remedial pro- 
posals, is a “social physchiatrist,” 
asserting that a “psychological 
state” rather than any essential dif- 
ficulties of Socialism keeps us in 
a capitalist state. 

Speaking rapidly, stilling con- 
sistent applause from an intent as- 
semblage of more than 1500, Thom- 
as traced the rise of the machine 
age, marked by a doctrine that 
“profit is the steam in the engine 
of economic. progress” and culmi- 
nating in the development of spe- 
cialized machinery signalizing a so- 
cial system characterized by “irr 
sponsible absentee ownership.” \ 

“East St. Louis, Granite City, all 
that area,” Thomas asserted, “rep- 
resents characteristic proletarian 
territory run by great industrial- 
ists who take all they can get out 


of it and keep away from it.” 


Abseritee Ownership. 

With responsibility for property 
gone, Thomas said, effects of ab- 
sentee ownership reached insanity 
in the boom which ended in col- 
lapse—“and led Owen OD. Toung 
and Gerard Swope to lend $2,000 
000 to prop up for a little whize 
longer Insull’s house of cards.” 

A satire on civilization exists, he 
added, because the world has 
learned to produce but not how to 
manage or distribute. production or 
how to eliminate a reservoir of un- 
employed. | 

“If you starve because you can’t 
> produce enough that may be na- | 
ture’s fault,” Thomas exclaimed, | 
“but if you starve because you raise 
too much that’s insanity.”

A Job Done by Pianning. 

The sole socialitsic exception in 
the President’s program, Thomas 
asserted, is the Tennessee Valley 
Auth6rity, which he described in 
detail as an example of a “job done 
by planning” with public utilities 
the servant of the citizens. A 
problem exists there, he added, of 
disposing of surplus power. He 
urged that the Tennessee plan be 
related to our entire economic ma- 
chine. 

The reason President Roosevelt 
may not bring about more than a 
“temporary improvement, followed 
by a worse “collapse,” Thomas said, 
is because the basic problem is thaf 
of “marrying a plan, to the profit 
system.” 

The speaker criticised the effects 
of various Government relief 
measures—taking care to blame 
the system rather than the admin- 
istrators—concluding that “you 
can't get rid of the unemployed 
under the profit system because it 
is based on the mecessity of treat- 
ing labor as a commodity.” 

“It’s the difference between plan- 
ning to get by and planning on a 
basis of human needs for men and 
women,” he said, in summarizing 
the recovery programs. 

“Subsidization of Scarcity.” 

In pointing out what he regards 
as fallacies of relief measures 
Thomas said the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act represented the “sub- 
sidization of scarcity” and sought 
to “cure farmers by loaning them 
money who are so deep in debt now 
~ lit le more makes them feel at

ployment at the present time, he 
continued, attributing “a _ slight 
turn for the better” to confidence 
induced by monetary stabilization. 
Prices have advanced faster than 
wages, he asserted, stating that the 
average worker has lost 2 per cent 
purchasing power since June, be- 
fore the adoption of the codes. 

Growing vehement, Thomas 
charged that the NRA authorities 
failed to “take any action” regard- 
ing the strike at the Ford plant 
“until it was broken” and said 
“there isn’t a case where Gen. 
Johnson had brought a ‘big shot’ 
to time unless the workers were so 
powerful they did it themselves.” 

Fails to Protect Labor. 

Gen. Johnson advocates the aboli- 
tion of the workers’ right to strike, 
Thomas asserted, concluding that 
the NRA had failed to protect labor 
or redistribute income. 

The Public Works Relief Pro- 
gram is inadequate, he said, involv- 
ing g total of but three b’llion five 
hur.ired thousand dollars whereas 
“four billions is necessary to re- 
house the American people—it could 
be done, but it would conflict with 
private interests and the profit- 
system.” 

Asserting that the profit system 
has corrupted some political leaders, 
Thomas turned to the air-mail con- 
tracts, stating the present scandal 
would not have occurred if the ‘:ov. 
ernment had retained control of the 
lines. 

Government Was Pioneer. 

“The Government did all the pio- 
in air-mail carrying,” 
Thomas said, “and then turned it 
over to private business. Just an- 
other conflict between production 
for use and production for profit.” 

Pointing out that an impe-rfect 
chart is better than “to sail rudder- 
less,” Thomas, who departed iast 
night for Chicago, said it is neces- 
sary to plan for the distribution of 
the production of power-driven ma- 
chinery, not to scrap machinery. 
Speculative profits must be ¢limi- 
nated, he said, as must private own- 
ership “of what we are depe.went 
upon for common life.” 

But he wants more private swner- 
ship of the “good things of life to be 
consumed,” so that the masses may 
enjoy good food, clothing, automo- 
biles, radios.

- Troubles, Will Judge Him 
by His Popular Father.

BRUSSELS, Feb. 26.—The shy, 
serious young man who on Friday 
took the oath of office as Leopold 
Ill, King of the Belgians, faces a 
task of exceptional difficuity. In 
the first place, his father, the late 
King Albert, has set a very high 
standard whereby the new King 
must inevitably be judged. Then 
Belgium, like all other countries, 
has suffered from the world de- 
pression, and there are as yet few 
signs of recovery. In addition, there 
is the perennial struggle between 
the French and thé Filemish-speak- 
ing districts. . 

All classes are discontented with 
their present standard of living. 
The late King, by virtue of his es- 
tablished reputation, was  un- 
touched by the popular unrest, but 
the new monarch has yet to prove 
himself and the people are with- 
holding judgment until he has done 
so. However, he has had the ad- 
vantage of rigorous training for his 
position. His education has been 


thorough-going. 
Volunteered as a Private. 

The Prince’s studies were inter- 
rupted for a time when the war 
broke out. He was scarcely 14 
when his father granted a wish he 
had expressed for months and al- 
lowed him to. volunteer as a pri- 
vate soldier. His practical father 
said to the commander of the reg- 
iment: “Colonel, drill him and let 
him dig trenches to learn what it 
is like to have a palace on his 
hands.” 

The young Prince served for six 
months with his regiment. He was 
then withdrawn and sent to Eton. 
But every holiday re spent with the 
army. At the end of the war, when 
the Belgian Army triumphantly re- 
occupied its territory, Prince Leo- 
pold, still a private, marched with 
his regiment. His military train- 
ing, which the war had shown to 
be a necessary qualification for a 
Belgian ruler, was continued after 
the Armistice when he passed: into 
the Belgian Military College. 

His acquaintance with the out- 
side world was enriched by travel. 
In 1919 he accompanied the King 
and Queen on their visit to the 
United States. The following year 
he went to Brazil, then on a tour 
of the Sudan, Egypt, the great 
Belgian colony of the Congo, and 
the Dutch East Indies. In these 
tropical countries he indulged to 
the fuli his favorite study of ento- 
mology. 

Made Pilea for Natives. 

He brought back from the Dutch 
East Indies an important collection 
of insects which are now housed 
in the Museum of Natura! History. 
In the course of two visits to the 
Belgian Congo, the Prince made 
a comprehensive study of colonial 
methods, comparing them with the 
English, French and Dutch prac- 
tice. On his return from his sec 
ond visit last year, he made a re- 
port to the Senate which caused 
a stir. 

It was, in fact, a plea for human- 
itarian colonial development. It 
condemned the exploitation of the 
native pop n. 

“T am convinced the native ‘is 
the cornerstone of the prosperity 
of the colony, and the betterment 
of his moral and material condi- 
tions is our primary task in Africa,” 
he said. 

The Prince did not hesitate to 
point out that while other nations 
were progressively abandoning the 
principle of exploitation in favor 
of co-operation with the native 
population, Belgium clung to the 
old system. He concluded: 

“The success of European enter- 
prises there ought not to be con- 
sidered the final goal of our activ- 
ities. The highest interest of the 
colonies involves the moral and ina- 
terial improvement of the native. 
Let us get into contact with hém.” 

The Prince’s marriage to Prin- 
cess Astrid of Sweden took place 
in 1926. They have two children, 
Princess Josephine Charlotte _ and 
Prince Baldwin. The Princess by 
her beauty, dignity and Mack of 
ostentation soon made herself b-- 
loved by the Belgians. For the 
moment she is more popular than 
her husband and will be an inval- 
uable aid to him in maintairing 
the people’s affection for the+throne

Pu-Yi Prays, Fasts. 
Britain Claims All. 
F. D. R. Says Something.

U-YI, once heir to the throne of 
Pcnina, cast aside by China’s re- 

public, now chosen to be Japan’s 
dummy Emperor of Manchuria, 
whence his ancestors came, passed 
his twenty-eighth birthday. He did 
not, as is done in New York, “throw 
a big party,” but spent the day in 
meditation, prayer and fasting. He 
hoped thereby to please the differ- 
ent gods—there is a considerable 
assortment of them—interesting to 
inhabitants of his new domain. 

He becomes Manchukuo Emperor, 
which means the intelligently chosen 
pawn of Japan in its program of 
expansion, on March 1. Until then 
he will go through “a process of 
purification.” . 


While the young Emperor prayed, 
thousands of detectives hunted 
through the city of Hsinking, look- 
ing for anybody “planning to as- 
sassinate the future sovereign.” 

Prayer, fasting and meditation 
can do much, and Pu-yi will need 
all that they can do. 

He himself selected the various 
rites of purification and enthrone- 
ment, dating back 3000 years. 


Great Britain will again remind 
Uncle Sam that the “Little Amer- 
ica,” which Rear Admiral Byrd is 
exploring and mapping out, really 
belongs to England. 

“Little America,” says England, is 
part of “three large sectors around 
the South Pole” that belong to 
Britain because she saw them first. 

There. will be no war about it, 
probably, because the Poles, as 
they shift, move‘slowly, The day is 
far off when today’s South and 
North Poles will be part of a warm 
climate, with other spots on the 
earth, as North and South Poles 
taking their places. Before those 
aces shall have passed, the British 
Empire, certainly, and the United 
States, probably, will. have ceased 
to exist under their present man- 
agement and ideas. 


However, there might be _ gold, 
and there surely is oil beneath those 
cold lands, deposited there in an- 
cient days of heat. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s organization 
has already located oil wells within 
the Arctic circle, although it is not 
thinking of laying pipe lines yet. 

British diplomacy, like that of the 
Vatican, looks far ahead. 


Next Saturday President Roose- 
velt ends his first year as Presi- 
dent and this last week he makes 
a suggestion that may be the be- 
ginning of important developments. 
He would have the United States 
consolidate. control of communica- 
tions by wire, meaning, presumably, 
telegraph, telephone and radio. ‘The 
President says: “I have’long felt 
that for the sake of clarity and ef- 
fectiveness, the relationship of the 
Federal Government to certain ser- 
vices known as utilities should be 
divided into three fields—transpor- 
tation, power and. communication.”

A new agency to be known as 
“The Federal Communications Com- 
mission” would be established, and 
should have “full power to investi- 
gate and study the business of ex- 
isting companies, and make recom- 
mendations to Congress.”

N the Boston Library, ever go 
many years ago, there was a tiny 
book of “Essays and Poems.” by 
Jones Very, edited by Emerson: a

he. would ask. By which he meant 
to ask if his brother had giten 
himself wholly and in everything to 
the will of God—a rather embarras- 
sing query. | 

To Very it was not a pious senti- 
ment; it was just plain sense. It 
was the question ofa wise man 
who had found the secret of life, 
and was too happy to keep it. No 
wonder the gentle poet, speaking 
with such insight and sincerity, 
seemed like an ancient saint in old 
Salem. 

Once he went to each minister of 
the town, in his study, and put to 
each one his quiet, persistent ques- 
tion, so simple withal and search- 
ing. So annoyed were the clergy 
that they thought to have him 
tried for his sanity; but maybe he 
was the only sane man in town 
after all. 

If he should enter my study — so 

I asked myself, as I read — look 
at me with his keen eyes which 
held so much kindness, and put the 
question to me, what would my 
answer have to be? Or would I be 
angry, as if resenting an intrusion, 
and send away one who meant to 
help me? 
No matter what words we use. A 
man will not be happy in life, much 
less find the meaning of it, until 
he gives himself up utterly to the 
biggest and best thing he knows;

LILLIAN RUSSELL in 1887. 


ONE are the dear, dead days— 
(Gru: not beyond recall—when 
singer and audience, alike, dis- 
Solved in tears over “Mother Was a 
Lady, or, If Jack Were Only Here.” 
That good old sob ballad was written 
almost half a century ago and still 
lives. Not as a tear jerker, perhaps 
but it’s still good for a laugh. 
Edward B. Marks, then a strug- 
gling young song writer, was sit- 
ting in a little German restaurant 
in New York one evening when 
some of the male customers started 
“joshing™ the waitress. (They didn’t 
“kid” in those days.) The girl re 
sented the “joshing” and began to 
cry. Between sobs, she reminded 


them all that her mother was a lady 
and that they wouldn’t dare insult 
her if her brother Jack were there. 

With this incident in mind Marks 
(he telis all this in his book, “They 
All Sang,” published by The Viking 
Press) wrote: 

“My mother was a lady 

Like yours you will allow, 

And you mey have a sister, - 

Who needs protection now. 

I’ve come to this great city 

To tind a brother dear 

And you wouldn't dare insult me, 
Sir, 

If Jack were only here.” 

Marks founded his own publish- 
ing house in 1894, now the Marks 
Music Corporation, on the song 
“The Little Lost Child.” This was 
the story of a womah who, in a 
jealous rage, took her babe in arms 
and deserted her husband. Years 
later, the policeman finds the child 
on the street, and as the song 
progresses, discovers it is his own 
daughter whom he has not seen 
for these many years. Heavy 
emoting on the part of the female 
baritone, Lottie Gilson (torch sing- 
er of the nineties), aided by stere- 
opticon slides depicting a lovely 
patrolman, complete with brass but- 
tons and handle-bar mustaches, 
rescuing a little girl with golden 
curls, practically ruined the heart 
strings. But the audience liked it. 

Tony Pastor’s Fourteenth Street 
variety house was packed nightly 


A. |to hear Miss Gilson sing such songs 


as “You're Not the Only Pebble 
on the Beach,” “Down in Poverty 
Row” and “Little Annie Rooney.” 
Lillian Russell was dazzling the 
town from this same stage with 
her voice and béauty. 

In those fable-like nineties there 
was no radio to carry a song to 
Millions of éars at once. A song 
had to be plugged. A plug was a 
public performance calculated to 
boost a song and songs usually got 
their initial break in the beer hall. 
In fact, Mr. Marks says that when 
he began publishing there was no 
surer way of starting a song off 
to popularity than to get it sung 
as loudly as possible in the city’s 
lowest dives. And to get it sung 
meant buying ‘beer all around for 
the orchestra, whisky for the 
bouncer and pigs’ knuckles for the 
lady singer. By the time the song 
rose from the gutters to the first- 
floor-front, the ladies at home were 
playing it on the piano. And that 
meant something. For in those 
days there was a piano in every 
parior.

T WAS in the last decade of the 
 aineteentn century that American 

writers picked up the walts-song- 
idea. And shortly after, ragtime. 
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A singing beauty of the time. 


The bicycle craze began to hurt 
the song business because it took 
the girls away from their pianos. 
That song which immortalized the 
tandem bicycle helped launch the 
vogue in waltz songs. Remember 
it? 

Daisy, Daisy,

The Marks publishing firm ac- 
quired James J. Walker on contract 
in 1905 after his big hit, “Will You 
Lové Me in December as You Do 
‘in May,” and it waé in this way 
that he met Janet Allen, the com- 
édienne, who later bécame the first 
Mts. Waiker. All this béfore Jimmy 
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RUDOLPH VALENTINO ..,. had to be staked to coffee money. 


drifted out of Tin Pan Alley and 
into politics. 

“My Gal Sal, or, They Called Her 
Frivolous Sal,” was written by Paul 
Dresser in 1905. He died penniless 
and with a broken heart, but his 
songs, “On the Banks of the Wa- 
bash Far Away,” “The Pardon 
Came Too Late,” and many others, 
are still popular. 

Music publishers had by this time 
encountered and survived the pho- 
nograph, but with the turn of the 
century, organized vaudeville ar- 
rived. In the days of variety and 
individual showhousés, plugging 
had been a simple matter of know- 
ing every variety favorite person- 
ally. With the vaudeville circuit, 
the matter became more compli- 
cated and a system of direct sub- 
sidy began. Mr. Marks relates that 
his firm was “virtuous” and did noi 
descend to paying acts to plug their 
songs. 

The show music of this period 
proved rather perishable, but the 
Tin Pan Alley products of the same 
time are still with us; songs like 
“The Curse of an Aching Heart,” 
“Bird in a Gilded Cage,” “Every 
body Works But Father,” and that 
grand old national anthem of the 
summer bachelor, “My Wife’s Gone 
to the Country.” 

Moving pictures were a hard blow 
to the tune publishing industry, but 
not in the beginning When the 
movies were still thought of as peep 
shows and not quite respectable, 
casts remained anonymous, be- 
causé no sélf-respecting vaudeville 
actor would allow his name to be 
used. Mary Pickford, according to 
Mr. Marks, was ihe first player to 
receive individual billing, and her 
name was still Smith. Songs were 
plugged between reels and were a 
contrast and a diversion, for the 
plots were always the same—hand- 
some heroes restuing hard-working 
girls from fate worserthan death.

The same Valentino who later be- 
came the screen idol of two conti- 
nents. 

Tin Pan Alley did its bit toward 
winning the big scrap. “Over 
There,” “Pack Up Your Troubles in 
Your Old Kitbag,” and “K-K-Katy” 
were among the countless songs 
turned out by the Alley to put 
hedrt in the boys at the front. 
“Hail, Hail, the Gang’s All Here,” 
the most rambunctious army song 
ever written, is stilk used to put 
pep in many a gathering. 

Today the bugaboo of the song 
business is the radio. Song hits are 
made in a week and forgotten in a 
month. But Mr. Marks has a kind 
word for at least one radio singer.
